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The Mumuye live in the foothills of the Shebshi 
Mountains near the banks of the Benue in eastern 
Nigeria. This agrarian people is comprised of three 
different dialectal groups, and was long unknown 
to Westerners, who discovered their art only in the 
late 1960s.

The majority of Bamana (Bambara) people are 
subsistence farmers. 


As noted by the Metropolitan Museum of Art in 
New York, local oral traditions credit a mythical 
being named Tyiwara or Ci Wara- a divine being 
half mortal and half animal - with the introduction 
of agriculture to the Bamana.

On a finely handspun cotton cloth, cowry shells are 
stitched down depicting cosmic diagrams of circles 
and a human figure, awarded only to a successful 
headhunter. Supplementary weft squares of 
reddish dog hair decorate the background. Cathryn 
Cootner was the curator of textiles at the Fine Arts 
Museums of San Francisco from 1981, a position she 
held for 16 years. 


In the recent publication, Textiles of Indonesia, 
Valerie Hector informs us that shells have been used 
in Southeast Asia as both ornament and currency 
for Millenia. Oliva shell beads were found in an 
archaeology site of Timor dating to circa 35,000 years 
ago and Nassarius shell beads were found in the same 
area dating to 4500 BCE. 

Despite the emergence of the glass trade bead industry 
some two thousand years ago, hand fashioned shell 
disks continued to serve as a primary way of storing 
value and signaling prestige up through the 2oth 
century for many ethnic groups of Southeast Asia and 
Oceania. This was owing to the extraordinary labor 
intensiveness in shell bead creation, and the principle 
that the further from the sea, the greater the value for 
all artifacts made from shell. 


This small exhibition features shell artwork from 
some of the most legendary headhunting peoples 
of Asia, including the greatest shell-decorated 
garment in the world from the Atayal of Taiwan; a 
blouse decorated with mother of pearl shell beads 
from the B'laan of Mindanao, Philippines; an early 
warrior's cape from the Naga with appliqued cowrie 
shells, making a human figure amid circles; and an 
extraordinary Naga necklace fashioned from giant 
clam, both from the northeastern highlands of India.

This remarkable example is carved as a composite 
seal-like animal with a human leg on the left and a 
seal flipper on the right. There is a mortised human 
figure with enlarged eyebrows (or a visor) jutting 
from the back of the seal. The seal's head is carved 
with exaggerated features, flaring nostrils, and 
enlarged globular eyes with projecting black pupils. 
The neck is striated, and the body is painted with 
strange black patterns. 


« A tupilak spirit could be called upon to help against 
a foe by a shaman secretly creating a figure made 
from various bones or other parts of animals. The 
figure was then inaugurated and became an abode 
for the spirit by singing a spell over it. The tupilak 
was often put out to sea so that it could find the 
enemy itself and kill him. However, this course of 
action was not without risk because if the tupilak's 
victim had greater powers of witchcraft than its 
creator, he could repel its attack and instead send 
the tupilak back to kill its originator. In Greenlandic 
the word 'tupilak' means an ancestor's soul or 
spirit. Apart from the tongue, the tupilak has other 
recurrent visual features, such as the dilated nostrils, 
evocative of a predator's sharpened senses or of its 
aggression; the symmetric lines on the face, partially 
a decoration, partially pointing back to (forgotten) 
tattoo traditions, and partially also literally wrinkles, 
even signs of starvation; the big eyes with a black 
pupil in the middle, that imitate the so-called 
“stressed eyes”, і.е. when the eye appears gaping, 
with dilated pupils; the visible ribs or spine — the 
tupilak as skeleton parts; and then its composite 
nature, made out of different animals and creatures.

The cheeks, concave 
and adorned with two eyes in relief, are hollow. 


This zoomorphic helmet mask is the combination 
of the antelope and the crocodile. The mask appears 
during the goli. He intervenes during funeral 
ceremonies; his action must make it possible to 
establish a link with the supernatural forces. 

The goli is a ceremony that brings out four pairs of 
masks: dance, first two Kple Kple young male masks, 
then come the Goli Glen, adult male masks; then the 
two Kran Pre, the young female masks, and finally the 
two Kpan the two adult female masks.
